Society Matron Seeks to Be 


First of Her Sex to Make 
Crossing Alone.

ABINGDON, England, Sept. 4.— 
Mrs. Beryl! Markham, blonde En- 
glish matron, well known in_so- 
ciety, took off today on an attempt- 
ed nonstop flight to New York. 

Flying alone, the 33-year-old 
woman lifted her green monoplane, 
“The Messenger,” into the air at 
6:50 p. m. (11:50 p. m. St. Louis 
time). Only a few friends saw Mrs. 
Markham, who is the mother of a 
T-year-old boy, take off from the 
Royal Air Force field here. 

She seeks to be the first woman 
to make the westward Atlantic 
crossing alone. 

Mrs. Markham, who has an aerial 
background of adventurous exploits 
in Africa, will have the advantage 
of a full moon on her flight. 
Weather reports, otherwise, were 
hone too favorable.

LOYALISTS’ SHELLS TOPPLE 


ALCAZAR TOWER IN SIEGE. 


Strong Effort Made to Drive Out 
1700 Fascists Before Rein- 
forcements Arrive.

TOLEDO, Spain, Sept. 4.—The 
northeast tower of Toledo’s ancient 
Alcazar crashed today in flame and 


dust under direct fire of Socialist 


Government artillery. 


The new attack was ordered in 


'an effort to dislodge a band of 


1.00 Fascist rebels who have been 
holding out in the fortress for 
weeks against futile attempts of the 
Government to force them into sur- 
render. The rebel band includes 
women and children. 

Artillery flung shells from a posi- 
tion north of Toledo, and opened 
up the entire east side of the Alca- 
zar. Into the remainder of the 
stronghold huge 10-inch shells were 
hurled along every floor, bursting 
in flame and black smoke against 
the inner wall of the southeast 
tower.

HANNIBAL, Mo., Sept. 4.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt dedicated the new 
Mark Twain Memorial bridge 
across the Mississippi River today 
as a Monument to the “co-operation 
of local governments with the Fed- 
eral.” The bridge was a PWA 
project. 

Standing on a speaker’s platform 
at the west approach of the $1,000,- 
000 structure, the President said 
Federal, State and municipal gov- 
ernments, working together in the 
days to come, will greatly further 
the prosperity and convenience of 
the people of the United States. 

Roosevelt paused for the cere- 
mony here en route to Springfield, 
Ill. where he was to resume his 
drouth conferences later in the day 
at a meeting with Gov. Henry Hor- 
ner, other Illinois officials and farm 
leaders. 

Guy B. Park of Missouri ac- 
companied Roosevelt to Hannibal 
from Des Moines, where seven gOv- 
ernors, including Gov.

The sale 
was transacted in the Boston offices 
of the company at 10 State street. 

Former Mayor Arthur E. Moreau 
of Manchester, president of the new 
corporation, said the sale must be 
sanctioned” by Federal Judge 
George C. Sweeney, who approved a 
Master's recommendation that the 
mills be liquidated. 

The transaction terminated 
Amoskeag Manufacturing Co.'s 
domination of the milis for the 
first time since they were’ estab- 
lished in 1804.

Joseph Feigenbutz, convicted in 
1933 as head of a large moonshining 
and bootlegging operation and pa- 
roled from Leavenworth Federal 
penintentiary Aug: 6, 1934, was ar- 
rested yesterday to be returned to 
Leavenworth for violation of the 
terms of his parole. 

Feigenbutz, formerly active in 
Republican politics and a bonds- 
man, was sentenced to two years

quest was refused. 

The investigators learned that 
Feigenbutz, once reputed to be 
wealthy, had made transfers of real 
estate to relatives prior to going to 
the penitentiary. Since his release 
he has twice been arrested, once 
for an assault and disturbance of 
the peace for which he was fined 
$25 and again in connection with 
the seizure of moonshine whisky, 
but this charge was dropped after 
a preliminary hearing before Com- 
missioner Burke.

Sept. 4—A petition 
bearing 486,187 signatures and ask-

RARELY SEEN, WILL 
BE VISIBLE TONIGHT 


Viewed Up to 8 P. M. Near 
Western Horizon. 


This will be Mercury’s night out 
—that is, out in full view in north- 
ern latitudes. Ordinarily the light 


is lost in the glow of sunset, so 
close does it keep to the sun most 
of the time. This evening will find 
it at its maximum distance to the 
east of the sun and hence at its 
greatest brilliance. 


moving. planet’s violet 
far above the western horizon, to 
the south and somewhat east of 
Venus, soon after the sun has gone 
down. The bow, however, will not 
be a long one, as Mercury is due 
to set, along with the constellation 
of Virgo, around 8 o’clock. Mercury 
is one of the rarer sights of the 
solar system for amateur observ- 
ers this far north and it is said 
that the great Polish astronomer, 
Copernicus, died without seeing it.

BODIES OF 6, KILLED IN CRASH 
OF PLANE, FLOWN TO SEWARD 


Removed From Wreckage of Alas- 
kan Pilot’s Ship on Top of 
2000-Foot High Ridge.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Sept. 4.— 
Bodies of six persons killed in the 
wreck of Pilot Steve Mill’s airplane 
were flown to Seward late yesterday, 
after their removal from the top of 
a 2000-foot high ridge near Skilak 
Lake, 60 miles south of here. The 
victims, four men and two women, 
who left Anchorage on a fishing 
trip Sunday morning, will be sent 
here by plane. 

Mills, at the controls when his 
ship struck the ridge, was crushed 
between the motor and the pilot’s 
seat. 

Cause of the tragedy was unde- 
termined but it was known thick 
weather shrouded the district when 
Mills left Sunday to take his five 
passengers on a fishing trip. 

The passengers, all of Anchorage, 
were:

Four-Day ‘Protest Holiday” 
Voted in Move for Higher 
Wages.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 4.— 
Ten thousand WPA workers were 


called off their jobs for a four-day 
“protest holiday” today as one Min- 


neapolis strike was settled and four 
others continued. 

A general WPA walkout on proj-

last night by the Workers’ Alliance, 
an organization of Federal workers 
demanding wage and hour adjust- 
ments.

Federal Official Calls Ohio’s “Ter- 
rible” and Those of Kentucky 
and West Virginia “Worse.” 

By the Associated Press. 

SANDUSKY, O., Sept. 4.—Edwin 
J. Crowley, Department of Justice 
district official, told delegates to 
the first American Crime Congress 
at nearby Cedar Point yesterday 
that “the people of the various 
states have shown an unwillingness 
to co-operate in making penal insti- 
tutions into houses of correction 
and education.” 

“Ohio’s penal institutions are ter- 
rible, but those of two adjoining 
states, Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia, are worse,” Crowley said. He 
said his opinion was based on re- 
cent surveys of the Federal Bureau 
of Prisons. 

He declared one “of the reasons 
for the habitual criminal is the po- 
litical set-up of changing wardens 
of penal institutions with each Gov- 
ernor.” 

One new warden whom he did not 
name is having rings placed in ceil- 
ings of @ new prison, where con- 
victs could be hanged by the 
thumbs, Crowley said in discussing 
prison discipline methods.

In a radio address, Roland H. 
Hartiey, a Republican candidate for 
the office of Governor, ‘which he 
once occupied, charged “a vicious 
alliance between the radical and 
racketeer” throttled the Post-Intel 
ligencer “that dared to expose 
them.” 

“Seattle would become world fa 
mous if it ran Heart (interests) out 
of the city permanently,” shouted 
Democratic Mayor John F. Dore 
in an address last night at which he 
appealed .to workers to “vote for 
President Roosevelt.’ 

Dore, former criminal attorney, 
in behalf of the guild strike, de 
clared there would be “a hot time 
in the old town” if the Washington 
Industrial Council and the Law and 
Order League carried out their 
threat to start a recall movement 
against him 

He scored building executives and 
business firms belonging to the In- 
dustrial Council, urging members 
of his audience to withdraw their 
money from a bank he named. 

“Il hope there will be a building 
strike within the next 30 or 60 days 
similar to the one that occurred in 
New York City,” he said. 

Hartley accused “radicals and la- 
bor racketeers” of beating Seattle 
“to ita knees.” In his last campaign 
speech before the primaries, he de 
voted most of his time to discussing 
the strike.

| The announcement was based on 
a report by Louis H. Bean, economic 
adviser of the Farm Administration, 
which said the data was made pub- 
lic because of public interest in food 
prices and the possible effect of the 
drouth on them. 

Food prices advanced 42 per cent 
from March, 1933, to July this year, 
Bean’s statement said, but earnings 
of the average employed factory 
worker advanced “about 50 per 
cent.” 

Three Food Price Advances, 

There were three successive ad- 
vances in food prices during this pe- 
riod, the report continued, one in 
1933 “due to general recovery meas- 
ures,” another in 1934-35 “chiefly as 
a result of the 1934 drouth,” and 
again this summer “as a result of 
this year’s drouth.” 

“The effect of the drouth has 
been to bring food prices more 
closely in line with the average of 
other living costs,” the statement 
said. “An advance of about 50 per 
cent in earnings per employed fac- 
tory worker during the past three 
years has enabled workers to pay 
higher food prices to compensate 
farmers in part for their crop fail- 
ures.” 


42 Pct. Drop 1928 to 1933. 


From 1928 to 1933, the report said, 
food prices declined 42 per cent. 

“Earnings per person employed in 
factories are about 12 per cent be- 
low those of 1928, but food prices 
are 18 per cent lower than in that 
year. The ability of the average fac- 
tory worker to buy his usual quan- 
tity of foods is greater than it was 
in 1928.” 

The statement added that data to 
show the effect food price changes 
had on the unemployed and those 
on relief was unavailable. 

Bean’s report, it was said, was 
based on routine Bureau of Labor 
statistics on factory employment, 
payrolls, and food costs compiled 
from records kept in 51 metropoli- 
tan areas.

In its weekly condition statement, 
the Federal Reserve board. aiso 
noted a $57,000,000 decrease in non 
member deposits and other Federal 
Reserve accounts, bringing these to 
$535,000 ,000. 

Another factor in the $109,000,000 
increase in reserve balances was a 
$41,000,000 upturn in money in cir- 
culation to $6,225,000,000. 

Monetary gold stock increased 
$22,000,000 during the week to $10,- 
717,000,000. This was $1,508,000,000 
over the same week a year ago.

Kansan Leaves Outline of His Proposals With 


President—Latter, Host to Governors at 
| Dinner, Calls It “Grand Day.” 


|

DES MOINES, Ia., Sept. 4.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Gov. Landon 
of Kansas, Republican nominee for 
the presidency, conferred in the of- 
fice of Gov. Clyde Herring of Iowa 
lyesterday afternoon on the drouth 
situation. 

They met with a hearty hand- 
clasp, chatted amiably about fish- 
ing at a chicken luncheon, and con- 
ferred for 40 minutes on the prob- 
‘ems raised by the dry weather. 
They engaged in further conversa- 
tlon at a dinner aboard the Pres- 
ident’s train last evening. Governors 
| and State officials who sat in the 
|drouth conference said the candi- 
|dates steered clear of politics in 
| their discussions. 

“A Friendly Meeting.” 

| Advisers of the Governor report- 
ed the meeting of the candidates 
‘was “chatty and friendly.” The Pres- 
ident and the Governor, they said, 
'Sat side by side at a desk in Gov. 
|Herring’s private office and _ dis- 
cussed “every aspect of the drouth 
| problem from immediate aid to long 
‘range needs, but reached no de- 
| cisions.” 
| At the luncheon, Roosevelt and 
| Landon sat two places from each 
|Oother. At the President’s dinner 
‘for the seven Governors aboard his 
|tygin. Landon sat at Roosevelt's 
left and Herring at his right. 

A White House assistant summed 
‘up the dinner conversation as “the 
| kind you would expect from intel- 
ligent people.” 

The dinner lasted an hour and a 
half. As Landon, smoking a cigar- 
ette, stepped from the President's 
car he told reporters: 

“We visited about ev rything—a 
great many things, lots of things.” 

Participants in the drouth discus- 
sion said Roosevelt took an active 
part and that the conversations cov- 
‘ered WPA funds for farmers, wa- 
| ter conservation projects, feed and 
seed loans and reduced freight 
|rates in the stricken areas. 

Results of Conferences. 

Roosevelt was understood to 
have assured the seven Governors 
that all persons in need because of 
the drouth would be cared for un- 
til spring. 

As for the long-range program, 
he was reported to have empha- 
sized the need for dam construc- 
‘tion, water conservation and more 
transformation of thousands of 
/acres of crop land into pasture and 
trees. 

Gov. Landon left a recommen- 
' dation with the.President which, in 
some respects, resembled the pro- 
posals of the President’s drouth 
committee. It called for: 

| Immediate relief work for needy 

| farmers on dams, roads, ponds 

| and general rural rehabilitation. 

| A long-range program of water 

| eonservation and flood control in 
| 


which the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments would co-operate. 
First Meeting of Rivals. 
| Marvin H. McIntyre, the Presi- 
dent's secretary, described the first 
meeting of the Presidential candi- 
dates in the reception room of Gov. 
Herring's office. 
McIntyre said the President intro- 


duced his son, John, to the Kansas 
Governor. 

“You had a long, hard motor trip 
to get here,” McIntyre said the 
President remarked to Landon. 
“Yes, I did,” Landon replied, “but 
I got here on time.” 

Later Gov. Hjalmar Petersen of 
Minnesota, who sat at the Presi- 
dent’s right during the luncheon, re- 
ported “the President and Landon 
talked mostly about fishing.” 

“*“Now remember, Gov. Landon, if 
you take my place in the White 
House, be sure you don’t use too 
big a boat to go fishing.’ 

“Then we all laughed and I told 
a funny story. The reason the Pres- 
ident mentioned the size of his fish- 
ing boat was that he had just been 
talking about what a relief it was 
to get away from Washington in a 
small boat and do his own cooking 
at sea. 

“I can’t decall specifically any- 
thing Mr. Landon said, but he and 
the President talked back and forth 
quite cordially. 

President Tells of Trip. 

“The President told us of his tour 
through the drouth states and how 
much he enjoyed it. He mentioned 
that the crops looked better as he 
came into Iowa.” 

Part of the time during the lunch- 
eon, Gov. Petersen said, “Gov. Lan- 
don discussed oil wells and natural 
gas with Gov. R. L. Cochran of Ne- 
braska and Gov. E. W. Marland of 
Oklahoma.” 

After the luncheon, Roosevelt sat 
in Gov. Herring’s private office and 
received one by one the Governors 
of five states—in the order in which 
the commonwealths’ entered the 
union—and discussed drouth prob- 
lems. 

Landon came third on the list. 
Gov. Guy B. Park of Missouri was 
first, and Herring second. Then 
followed Governors Cochran of Ne- 
braska and Marland of Oklahoma. 

Later, on the President’s train, 
Governors La Follette of Wisconsin 
and Petersen of Minnesota were re- 
ceived separately for similar con- 
ferences. 

“A great day,” was Roosevelt’s 
comment on the series of meetings. 
Estimate of Needs. 

President Rooseveelt left Des 
Moines bearing estimates that 320,- 
000 farm families in the seven 
states represented in the confer- 
ence will need Federal assistance 
this winter as a result of crop 
losses. Reports of Governors 
showed 63,700 now are getting Fed- 


eral aid. 

The 320,000 total represented a 
large increase over current figures. 
Some officials thought it would 
have to be curtailed. 

Here is the way Harry L. Hop- 
kins, WPA administrator, and oth- 
er Federal officials summed up the 
estimates of peak "WPA and re- 
settlement relief needs submitted 
by the seven Governors, as com- 
pared with those now receiving 
aid:

The jerry-built Republican na- 
tional organization, because it was 
started from scratch last spring 
and because it is still in the forma- 
tive stage, offers an instructive pic- 
ture of the actual running of a 
campaign. Its troubles and dissen- 
tions also reveal the difficulty and 
the cost of starting a new party 
in this country in which about 75,- 
000,000 persons are entitled to vote. 

Like all great organizations, the 
Republican organization, on paper, 
is a pyramid. At the top is Gov. 
Alf M. Landon, the presidential 
nominee, and his half-dozen inti- 
mate advisers, such as Roy Rob 
erts, managing editor of the Kan- 
sas City Star; Lacey Haynes of the 
Star Kansas bureau, former Con- 
gressman Cleveland Newton of St. 
Louis, William Allen White and 
Henry Allen, Kansas _ publishers, 
land John D. M. Hamilton, the Re- 
'publican national chairman. In spe- 
cial cases, 
Frank Knox, the vice-presidential 
‘nominee; former Secretary of the 
Treasury Ogden L. Mills, Senator 
Vandenberg and other influential 
‘Easterners are called in to the 
‘party councils. These men ire re- 
‘sponsible for the higher strategy of 
ithe campaign.

LANDON VICTORY 
MEANS FASGISM, 
DRUWDER ASSERTS 


Before 2500 at Coliseum, 
Communist Says ‘Preda- 
tory Capital’ Is Using 
Him to Seize Power. 


Earl. Browder, Communist Par- 
ty canditiate for President, intro- 
duced as “Kansas’ leading citizen 
—the John Brown of 1936,” casti- 
gated the other pa ties und their 
candidates in a speech last night 
at the Coliseum. 

It was the largest Communist 
meeting ever held in St. Louis— 
2500 persons filling the main floor 
of the building. And while there 


were cheers galore, as at any oth- 
er political meeting, the cheers 
were not in response to promises 
or catchwords. Except for the last 
10 minutes of his hour-long speech, 
when he read the party platform, 
Browder made no reference to what 
his party hold out for its followers. 

For the Communist Party this 
campaign~has taken the role of 
practical critic of American poli- 
tics. For the present the Marxist 
theory is in the background. Siz- 
ing up the situation, the Commun- 
ists have come to the conclusion 
that Landon as “the figure head of 
American fascism,” must be beaten 
at all costs. Since there is no na- 
tional Farmer-Labor Party with 
candidates, which it would gladly 
support, the Communist Party put 
forth its own slate, but this is only 


secondary. 
The Communists’ Aim. 


So the party’s function is to beat 
“T.andon and Fascism,” and to fight 
for democratic government and a 
coalition of all liberals, progressives, 
and radicals. But it is not for 
Roosevelt; and in a way it func- 
tions like “His Majesty’s Loyal Op- 
position” in Great Britain. As one 
party member put it: “We're not 
for Roosevelt, but we want like hel’ 
to beat the only guy who’s got a 
chance of beating him.” 

It was from this point of view. 
then, that Browder delivered his 
shafts at the other parties last 
night. As he cried, for instance, 
about the Republican Party: 

“Many Americans may be con- 
fused by this figurehead Landon. 
They look for a Fascist to be a vio- 
lent person, like Hitler or Musso- 
lini. But our American Fascists, 
realizing their fellow citizens’ dis- 
like for these European dictators 
have placed at the head of their 
movement the most colorless figure

life. 
“Money Still Talks.” 


“Some may be fooled. But behind 
this cipher there is concentrated al] 
the predatory capital of America 
determined to seize the government 
through Landon and to spend all 
the money necessary. For money 
still talks in America. When Wal’ 
Street gets out of politics, then we 
can believe that the Republican 
Party no longer represents it. But 
Wall Street will never get out of 
politics. And let me tell you this: 
if J. P. Morgan votes for Landon 
and you vote for Landon, one of 
you has made a mistake.” 

Then Browder proceeded to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, of whom he said: 
“He is the target of the most bit- 
ter attacks of the _ reactionary 
forces, yet every thinking person 
knows there isn’t an ounce of so- 
cialism in his administration. He 
stands for capitalism, but he tries 
to remedy some ofits worst abuses. 
He tries to follow a middle course. 
He wavers between pressure from 
the reactionaries and pressure from 
the progressives. 

“And that is why the reaction- 
aries are enraged against him, be- 
cause he biows both hot and cold, 
he tries to satisfy everybody, and 
thus nobody. But for the same rea- 
son that the reactionaries reject 
him—that he is not a strong and 
thoroughgoing reactionary — the 
progressives must also reject him. 
The progressives need a bold and 
uncompromising leader, who will 
not retreat and make compromises 
with the Wall Street gang.”

: DEMOCRACY’S FUTURE. 


Is democracy doomed? Hitler was quoted, in our 
letter column yesterday, as saying so. The writer 
painted a gloomy picture of Europe. It was a realistic 
picture. Most of us, too, will doubtless agree with 
the correspondent that, in the present desperate pos- 
ture, America’s duty is to look diligently after her 
‘own household, resolutely refusing to become in- 
volved in the madness to which Europe is apparently 
‘rushing. But whether we can save and perpetuate 
| democracy by avoiding foreign entanglements and 
‘keeping our “own Government clean,” as the corre- 
‘spondent concludes, seems to us too simple a formula. 
| By a clean government is meant, we assume, an 
‘honest government. Appraising honesty at its full 
‘value, something more, we believe, is needed. Gov- 
ernment must-be efficient, not in the smug, hateful, 
‘commercialized sense of the word. but in its fine, 
'vast, spiritual significance. The governmental effi- 
| ciency required by these bewildering times must rest, 
‘of course, on the basic virtue of honesty, but the pos- 
| session of other qualities is imperative—such quali- 
‘ties as alertness, courage, vision, all animated by the 
‘high purpose to make democracy, in truth and action, 
| government of the people, by the people, for the 
people. 

That democracy as we know it is beset by formid- 
able enemies is undeniable. Those challenging forces 
are personified by Stalin of Russia, Hitler of Germany, 
Mussolini of Italy. As a matter of record, Hitler, in 
prophesying the doom of democracy, is only echoing 
faintly the death sentence previously pronounced by 
the Italian dictator in that ghoulish phrase, “the car- 
cass of democracy.” When Il Duce blew off that rhe- 
torical bombast, Fascism was still in knee pants, the 
conquest of Ethiopia had not been whispered, possibly 
not conceived, the regimentation of the Italian people 
was still a nursling, and the recently bellowed song 
of contemptuous hate for peace as an “absurdity” 
had not been composed. 

Yet liberty as framed in our Bill of Rights had even 
then been killed in Italy, and the totalitarian state, 
with the individual a pawn, had been erected. And 
at that time some of our eminent industrialists, re- 
turning from their periodical European vists, were 
captivated by the power and accomplishments of Mus- 
solini and lauded him extravagantly. Mr. Coolidge 
was President, and the White House, atmospherically, 
had been changed, as a distinguished Washington 
lady remarked, “from a night club to a New England 
parlor.”

(The Senate, after the election two years 
ago, consisted of 69 Democrats, 35 Repub- 
licans, one Progressive and one Farmer-La- 
borite. The appointment of a Democrat, 
Senator Chavez, to succeed the late Senator 
Cutting, Republican, of New Mexico, in- 
creased the Democratic strength to 70 and 
reduced the Republican ranks to 24. Another 
change in the party line-up came while Con- 
gress was in session. This was the appoint- 
ment of a Farmer-Laborite, Senator Benson 
of Minnesota, to succeed the Republican, 
Senator Schall, killed by an automobile last 
December. Thus, the party line-up at the 
close of the session was 70 Democrats, 23

(As one-third of the Senate seats expire 
every two years, 32 senatorships will go be- 
fore the voters in November in the regular 
course of events. In addition, four other 
senatorships, those held by the late Senators 
Trammell and Fletcher of Florida and Mur- 
phy of Iowa, who died during the session, 
and that of the late Senator Cutting, tempo- 
rarily held by Senator Chavez, will need to 
be filled by special election. Had their oc- 
cupants lived, the Fletcher and Murphy 
terms would not have expired until 1939 and 
the Trammel and Cutting terms not until 
1941. The result is that 36 senatorships, an 
unusually large number, will be at stake 
Nov. 3.—Editor’s note.)

If Senator Schall had lived, he would 
now have been up for re-election, as his 
term expires next January. Owing to the 
deaths of Senators Fletcher and Trammeil 
of Florida, Senators must also be elected 
for the remaining periof of their terms, 
neither of which would have expired next 
year. But as even Mr. Steiwer has not got 
to the point of considering it possible for 
Florida to elect a Republican Senator, they 
may be eliminated from consideration 

If Senator Steiwer’s present high estimate 
of a gain of 10 seats for the Republicans, 
including “possibly Kentucky and Montana.” 
should be realized, the result of next fall's

of 70. This would still leave the Democrats 
in control, by 60 to 33. 

According to all previous political stand- 
ards, that is an overwhelming majority. if 
a gain of 10 seats more were accomplished 
by the Republicans in the election of 1938, 
the position of the Senate during the last 
two years of the next President’s term 
would be 50 Democrats to 43 Republicans. 

A net gain of 10 seats by either party in 
a single election is unusual, although not 
unprecedented. Severai factors combine to 
suggest that such a gain will be more nearly 
within Republican reach in 1938 than in 
1936. Of the 32 senatorial seats to be con- 
tested this fall in the regular order to 
meet the expiration of as many six-year 
terms, 11 are held by Republicans, 20 by 
Democrats and one by a Farmer-Laborite.

This, with the exception of the substitu- 
tion of a Farmer-Laborite for Schall, was 
the result of the election of 1930, halfway 
in Mr. Hoover’s occupancy of the White 
House. The possibility of Republican gain 
is limited by the fact that an unusual num- 
ber of the 32 seats to be contested lie in 
the Solid South. There are no less than 
10 of these, omitting Tennessee, Kentucky 
and West Virginia, which since the Civil 
War have at times been Republican. 

In 1938, the Senators who were elected in 
the Roosevelt landslide of 1932 will come 
up for re-election. Of the 32, no less than 
27, reflecting the extraordinary overturn 
of that year, are Democrats. Only five 
are Republicans. That very disparity, if the 
Republican party is to continue as an active 
force, suggests the probability of Repub- 
lican gains. Also, in 1938, only six sena- 
torial seats from the Solid South will be 
at issue. And by that time, the irritations 
accumulated under the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration should make themselves felt unless 
all normal political precedents continue to 
be upset.
